Casino group waits on | Is cheerleading a sport? 


West Springfield vote

AGAWAM -— The theme of the 
Casino Oversight Committee’s 
deliberations at the Agawam Pub- 
lic Library on Aug. 29 was aptly 
stated by Town Clerk Richard 
M. Theroux, the chairman of the 
committee. “I don’t want to study 
for a test that I’m not going to be 
taking,” he said. 

The committee agreed that its 
hands are tied until after the resi- 
dents of West Springfield vote on 
whether or not to approve their 
town’s host community agree- 
ment with Hard Rock Hotel and 
Casino New England. That vote, 
planned for Sept. 10, will deter- 
mine what kind of “test” the town 
of Agawam will be facing. 

Jeffrey I. Fialky, a lawyer for 
the Springfield law firm Bacon 
Wilson PC, addressed the com- 


the members. 

The underlying state law pro- 
vides for only one casino in West- 
ern Massachusetts. There are three 
proposals in the works effectively 
in competition with one another 
to be that one casino. MGM is 
proposing a casino for downtown 
Springfield — and Springfield’s 
voters approved that in July by 
a wide margin. Meanwhile the 
Mohegan Tribal Gaming Author- 
ity, who operates Mohegan Sun in 
Connecticut, is seeking a casino in 
a more rural setting in Palmer just 
off the Massachusetts Turnpike 
exit and Hard Rock is proposing 
one on the grounds of the “Big E” 
in West Springfield. 

The statute requires that the 
host community approve by refer- 
endum, and it gives the adjoining

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Proponents rally for 


state designation

AGAWAM — It is an age-old 
question that has plagued high 
schools — and even colleges — and 
pitted athletes and non-athletes 
against each other for decades: 
Is cheerleading a sport? 

Given the amount of practice 
and athletic performances that 
cheerleaders participate in — to 
say nothing of the potential for 
injury from stunts — many peo- 
ple have argued that it is. Now, 
Massachusetts lawmakers are 
looking to pass a House bill that 
would lend credence to the argu- 
ment and recognize cheerleading 
as a sport. 

At its next meeting, scheduled 
for Tuesday, Sept. 3, the Aga- 
wam City Council will discuss 
a resolution supporting that bill, 
which would encourage school 


committees across the Common- 
wealth to recognize cheerleading 
as an interscholastic sport. The 
bill is currently before the Joint 
Committee on Education, who 
conducted a public hearing on 
the matter in June. 

According to a Sports Liti- 
gation Alert article, which was 
included with information pro- 
vided for city council review, 
cheerleading is considered by 
the Wisconsin Supreme Court to 
be a “contact sport” because it 
involves “physical exertion and 
skill that is governed by a set of 
rules or customs,” and a “team 
sport” because “a group is orga- 
nized to work together.” 

This criteria was just a few of 
the arguments one local cheer- 
leader made in an essay written 
during her senior year at Aga- 
wam High School. The five- 
page essay, titled “A Sport on the 
Rise,’ by 2010 AHS graduate 
Evan Bard, was also included for 
review by the city council. 

In it, Bard wrote, “Who gets to

Turley family purchases group 
of Connecticut papers 


Keith Turley, executive vice president of 
Turley Publications, Inc., which publishes 
Agawam Advertiser News, announced this 
week that the Turley family has purchased 
nine monthly Connecticut newspapers from 
LIFE Publications, Inc.

Three cheers 
for athletes 


S area students are gearing up to head 

back to school next week — many of 
them likely preparing for the fall sports 
season — we are pleased to report that the 
Agawam City Council will look toward im- 
proving safety for a growing population of 
student athletes: cheerleaders. 

On Tuesday, Sept. 3, the city council will 
weigh in on a debate that has been going 
on for years: whether or not cheerleading is 
considered a sport. 

We’ve all seen cheerleaders demonstrate 
their athletic ability on the field during sport- 
ing events such as football and basketball 
games, but what many sports enthusiasts fail 
to realize is that cheerleaders also spend a 
considerable amount of time preparing for 
their own competitive season. 

Cheerleading is an intense physical activ- 
ity based upon organized routines that in- 
clude tumbling, dancing, jumping, cheering 
and stunting. Their performances range from 
one to three minutes but practice is generally 
held year-round. 

Given the time commitment and the stren- 
uous physical endurance that accompany 
cheerleading, we find it difficult to believe 
that anyone would argue it isn’t a sport, but 
some critics say that while it is a physical 
activity, it is not necessarily a sport because 
that designation implies competition among 
all squads, and not all cheerleaders com- 
pete. 

But ask any cheerleader and they will tell 
you cheerleading is an extremely competi- 
tive sport and a number of organizations ex- 
ist to regulate them nationwide and interna- 
tionally. 

To lend credence to the argument, the 
family of Curry College cheerleader and 
Agawam native Evan Bard provided the city 
council with a copy of an essay she wrote as 
a senior at Agawam High School in 2010. In 
her essay, titled “A Sport on the Rise,’ Bard 
stated that being a cheerleader “requires 
flexibility, having muscular and cardio en- 
durance, advanced gymnastic skills, dancing 
ability, loud voices, tight precise motions, 
[and] the ability to entertain a crowd.” And 
cheerleaders are required to do all that with 
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a smile on their face. 

Still think cheerleading isn’t a sport? 

Even the American Academy of Pediat- 
rics is calling on lawmakers to enact laws to 
protect cheerleaders by giving them a sport 
designation, citing injuries cheerleaders sus- 
tain as a result of their physical activities. 

We hope the city council will look favor- 
ably on the resolution before them, which 
will ask for support of the House bill. And 
given that it’s the cheerleaders’ job to make 
their voices heard and garner the support 
of the crowd, we hope to see that particular 
group of student athletes in the audience to 
weigh in on the matter.

“{Mannal] and I had a wonderful conver- 
sation,’ Todd Bard said, adding he has been 
invited to the Statehouse when they do the 
reading in front of the Joint Committee on 
Education. For the time being, he is reaching 
out to cheerleaders both local and at Curry 
College to get involved. He hopes to also 
bring on board the Massachusetts Interscho- 
lastic Athletic Association (MIAA), who 
would be responsible for figuring out how to 
make the sport work if the bill is passed. 

“There’s a lot of moving parts,” he said, 
adding, “It’s really overdue.” 

Even the American Academy of Pediatrics 
(AAP) recommends the designation. In Oc-

According to the American Academy of 
Pediatrics website (www.aap.org) only 29 
state high school athletic associations recog- 
nize cheerleading as a sport, and the Nation- 
al Collegiate Athletic Association (NCAA) 
does not include competitive cheerleading 
on its list of sponsored sports. 

State Rep. Nicholas A. Boldyga, R-South- 


wick, said he supports the bill before the 
House. 
“Cheerleading requires commitment, 


dedication and is physically demanding just 
like every other sport,’ said Boldyga, add- 
ing cheerleaders can receive athletic schol- 
arships to attend universities just like other 
athletes. “Recognizing cheerleading as the 
sport it is will build an even greater sense of 
pride and respect that cheerleaders have for 
themselves and their sport.”

those who want to drive them as they are 
to those who are meticulous about restor- 
ing them. The nearly 20 members range in 
age from 17 to 89 — and all relish opportuni- 
ties to swap stories about their cars so other 
Model A owners better understand their cars 
and how to fix them, but more importantly, 
how to simply enjoy them. 

In contrast to many other car clubs, mem- 
bers of the Working A’s not only drive their 
Model A’s to weekly Wednesday night meet- 
ings, but they actually spend time working on 
them, not just talking about them. “We’re not 
afraid to get our hands dirty,” said Sheehan. 


Making repairs, building friendships 

The group meets at the Southwick home 
of Jack Moccio, who formed the club in 
1997. The former operator of a construction 
business, he allows members to meet at his 
large garage — complete with tools, several 
bays, and an automotive lift — so they can 
make minor repairs or perform routine main- 
tenance on their cars. 

Members have developed a special cama- 
raderie from working together and helping 
each other with their Model A’s, which re- 
placed the venerable Model T. The club and 
its year-round meetings provide members 
with a venue where they can exchange infor- 
mation, ideas, and parts about this historic 
American car. 

“We work on our cars, find out more 
about them, get current info on replacement 
parts and their availability, and occasionally 
have a ‘class’ on a repair project,” said Al 
Newhouse, the club’s current president. The 
Southwick resident added that the Model A 
“sparks something different in each owner.” 

During a recent meeting, Agawam resi- 
dent Warren Tapply was under the lift check- 
ing the front-end alignment of a 1931 Model 
A cabriolet (similar to a roadster, but with 
roll-up side windows instead of curtains) in 
preparation for a trip to an antique and clas- 
sic car show in Stowe, Vt. 

Tapply joined the club in 2009 — four years 
after he purchased his 1929 four-door Mod- 
el A Town Sedan. He paid approximately 
$10,000 for the partially restored car and has 
been improving it continually ever since. 

“T’ve rebuilt the engine, added an over- 
drive transmission, replaced the brakes and 
drums, as well as the wheels and tires. I also 
swapped the generator for an alternator, re- 
placed the headlights, and added halogen 
bulbs throughout to provide better driving at 
night,’ he said. 

Tapply, who works about 24 hours a week 
throughout the year on the car, sold a 1962 
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Chevy Corvair to buy his Model A. “I want- 
ed something older to drive and several of 
my friends had Model A’s,” he explained. 

Like some of his friends and other Working 
A’s members, Tapply also belongs to another 
local Model A club, the Western Massachu- 
setts Model A Ford Restorers Club, which was 
founded in Agawam in the 1960s. The club 
still has an Agawam mailing address, but now 
holds its monthly meetings in Chicopee. 

Two of seven Massachusetts chapters, the 
clubs are among 280 international chapters 
of the California-based Model A Ford Club 
of America (MAFCA) — which was estab- 
lished in 1957. It is the largest national club 
for Model A enthusiasts. The other national 
club is the Michigan-based Model A Restor- 
ers Club (MARC), founded in 1952. 


‘Basket case’ becomes pride and joy 

Chet Wojcik is a former national direc- 
tor and a three-time past vice president of 
MAFCA. His pride and joy is a 1929 Model 
A Tudor (Ford’s name for a two-door sedan). 
It was “fa basket case” when he bought it for 
$150 in 1975. “It was in pieces,” recalled the 
Agawam resident and a past president of the 
Working A’s. “I bought it from a young man 
who found girls when I found cars.” 

It took him nearly seven years to restore 
the Model A. “The metal was in good shape, 
but there were pieces missing — which I 
didn’t know until I started restoring the car,’ 
said Wojcik, who became interested in Mod- 
el A’s in 1968 when he joined a car club with 
a friend who owned a Model A. 

Wojcik, who served for more than a de- 
cade as a judge at MAFCA events, is pas- 
sionate about the hobby. He bought his first 
Model A — a 1929 coupe — in 1971. He now 
owns four Model A’s. “I quickly became a 
rabid collector.” 

He said the most difficult part of restoring 
his Tudor was finding original parts — partic- 
ularly two pieces of roof trim. “The molding 
is very hard to find — and almost impossible 
to take off the car without destroying it. I had 
to look long and hard to find the molding.” 

Another reason for his long search is that 
the molding isn’t among the thousands of 
Model A parts reproduced for restorers. But 
Wojcik had a more compelling reason: “I’m 
a purist. I wanted to find as many original 
parts as possible. I’d rather slave over find- 
ing an original part than buy something 
that’s reproduced, but won’t fit.” 

The first Model A’s rolled off the assem- 
bly line in October 1927. The last one was 
completed in August 1931. More than four 
million were built during that time. 

“The Model A was a huge success — which 
is why it remains so popular with collectors

Henry Ford put America on wheels with 
the Model T — also called “The Tin Lizzie.” 
But it was a rudimentary car and by the late 
1920s it had become outdated in what was 
becoming a crowded low-priced field. 

Chevrolet was nipping at Ford’s heels, 
forcing the Ford Motor Co. to come out with 
the Model A as a replacement to the Model 
T. When the Model A was introduced to the 
world in late 1927, it created a sensation. 

A sleek, modern design with twice the 
horsepower of the Model T, the Model A 
used a radically different type of transmis- 
sion that gave the car a top speed of 65 mph 
at a time when 50 mph was the top speed 
on only the country’s best roads. The Model 
A’s revised suspension system incorporated 
hydraulic shock absorbers — a feature then 
standard only on luxury cars — making it a 
smooth-riding car for its day. 

All of this cost less than $400 for a road- 
ster — the lowest-priced body style. In short, 
the Model A was more stylish, more refined, 
and more reliable than the Model T — and for 
just a few more dollars than what a Model 
T had cost. 

The Model A became an historic part of 
America’s love affair with cars because it 
helped lead the transformation toward more 
modern automobiles. The Model A’s advance- 
ments earned it the nickname “Henry’s Lady” 
after a song written in 1928, “Henry Made a 
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Model A owners enjoy driving in the slow lane

Lady Out of Lizzie,’ became popular. 

The Connecticut Valley Working A’s is 
dedicated to bringing together owners and 
admirers of the still popular Model A Fords. 
The club’s goal is to enhance the enjoyment 
of the Model A, and several Agawam mem- 
bers explained why they love owning and 
driving Henry’s Lady. 

Chet Wojcik drives his Model A’s on long 
distance trips all over the country.

towns some bargaining power in connection 
with the issues that concern them — traffic, 
economic, and environmental impacts. Al- 
though Palmer does not border Agawam, the 
other two candidate towns do. 

Theroux praised Fialky for “yeoman’s 
work” in this matter. Also present were com- 
mittee members Wendy Rua and Donald M. 
Rheault. 

The general consensus at the table was 
that the impact of a new casino next door, 
at the Eastern States fairgrounds, would be 
much more serious than that from across the 
river, although everyone agreed there would 
be an impact on Agawam in either case. 

One intriguing point, Fialky said, is that 
Hard Rock’s agreement with its prospective 
host town West Springfield specifically pro- 
vides for further negotiations with Agawam 
and Six Flags. 

“On the 11th, [when the West Springfield 


result is known], we’re going to have to hus- 
tle,’ said Theroux. Then they will know what 
test precisely it is for which they’re studying, 
and it will be time to line up consultants and 
reports. 

Asked when the state’s gaming commis- 
sion was going to make a final decision about 
the siting, Fialky said that final applications 
must be submitted to the commission by Jan. 
1, 2014, and that as to the decision among 
the applicants, the commission is “shooting 
for March [2014].” But the lawyer thinks it 
likely “that will run into April.” 

He also said that his understanding is that 
Palmer is “very close to executing a host 
community agreement.” That would start the 
clock running for a third town-wide referen- 
dum there. 

Meanwhile as of presstime, Hard Rock 
was planning both an ice cream social and 
a job fair as parts of its final push to win the 
affection of the voters in West Springfield.

several years ago he drove his 1929 Model 
A two-door sedan to Dallas, Texas. 

“With this car, I don’t have to worry about 
missing what’s going on around me. It’s not 
like a modern car. It’s not fast, so I have the 
opportunity to look around on back roads.” 

Tom Sheehan always wanted an old car to 
work on and drive. He got bit by the Model 
A bug when he bought an unrestored 1930

“We had no problems with my A,’ said 
Tapply. “We enjoyed seeing almost 200 dif- 
ferent Model A’s of various conditions and 
styles and meeting Model A owners from all 
over the country.”

AGAWAM — In the aftermath of tragedy, 
one local family is channeling their grief in a 
positive way by working to give back to the 
community. 

Todd and Barbara Bard, of Agawam, lost 
their eldest daughter — 20-year-old Evan 
— earlier this year, following a car crash in 
Canton. Since then, the Bards — including son 
Elijah and daughter, Leis] — have been keep- 
ing Evan’s memory alive through Evvegirl 
Foundation, a non-profit formed recently to 
honor Evan. Evvgirl was her Twitter account 
name, according to Barbara Bard. 

Earlier this summer, Perry Lane Summer 
Camp, where Evan was a camp counselor, 
remembered her by providing staff mem- 
bers with tie-dyed T-shirts in Evan’s favorite 
color: pink. They also planted pink flowers 
at the park’s entrance and decided to hold a 
second Penny Carnival fundraiser to benefit 
Evvgirl Foundation. 

According to camp Director Kathy Keen- 
an, the Penny Carnival was run by the teen 
camp and included activities such as a bal- 
loon toss, sponge toss, basketball shots and 
other carnival contests/games. It raised a total 
of $450 for the foundation. Prior to the carni- 
val, Easthampton Savings Bank committed 
to matching the funds raised up to $250.

AGAWAM — For the second 
time in three years, a contingent 
of former football players gathered 
to commemorate the 1951 Peanut 
Bowl Championship in Agawam. 

On Aug. 4, former players, 
coaches, cheerleaders, and fans 
of the locally famous game gath- 
ered at the Polish American Club 
in Feeding Hills for a reunion that 
was coined the “Big Huddle ‘13” 
by former Peanut Bowl player 
C.C. Mitchell, who helped to orga- 
nize the event. 

“It was a wonderful gathering,” 
Mitchell said, who now resides 
in New Hampshire. “We had 202 
people there. I would call it a huge 
success.” 

But the gathering was more than 
just about the famous Peanut Bowl 
game, it was also a celebration of 
Agawam football’s past. Aga- 
wam had Western Massachusetts 
Championship teams in 1931, 
1940, 1945, 1957, 1964, 1965, and 
1966. 

“We had several former players 
who stood up and spoke about the 
different seasons,” said Mitchell. 

While the gathering focused on 
football as a whole in Agawam, 
there was not a more famous game 
than the Peanut Bowl Agawam 
participated in 1952. 

The trophy was unfortunately 
not on display as the group gath- 
ered to reminisce on a special time 


when Agawam shined in a national 
spotlight. 

Mitchell had to obtain permis- 
sion from David Waller, curator of 
the Sports Museum at Bazemore- 
Hyder Stadium in Valdosta, Ga. 
Waller had the preeminent word 
affecting the care of the storied tro- 
phy, Mitchell said. Unfortunately, 
the trophy, which is considered 
historic and irreplaceable, was not 
able to be sent to Agawam. 

“Tt was unfortunate we could not 
get the trophy here,” said Mitchell. 
“But it was very nice they sent the 
pictures to us to display. All of the 
Peanut Bowl winners are engraved 
on it.” 

Locally, West Springfield had 
also participated in a Peanut Bowl 
game, playing in 1953. 

The 1951 Peanut Bowl 
squad is considered fa- 
mous here in Agawam, 
with the school playing 
in the Sixth Annual Pea- 
nut Bowl game, held on 
New Year’s Day in 1952 
in Columbus, Ga. 

There, a group from 
Agawam took on_ the 
state champions from 
Georgia, Richmond 
Academy. 

Mike Marieb was 8 
years old at the time 
and listened to the 
game broadcast on the 
radio, and recalled how 
Agawam went into the 
game as the ultimate
